Wind is what every wire-user fears. A 
test of the weight of the wires with their 
covering of ice has been made. It shows 
that a No. 6.wire which ordinarily weighs 
nine feet to the pound now weighs a pound 
and a half to the foot. This means that 
the ice on a wire between poles, 150 feet 
long, weighs 250 pounds, in addition to the 
weight of the wire. The increased size of

In the 30 miles between 
Ladysmith and Brakwal the train rises 
1300 feet, although Ladysmith itself is 3285 
feet above sea level. 

To the southward of Ladysmith the sta- 
t.9nD3 on the railway going in the direction 
of Maritzburg and Durban are in the fol- 
lowing order: Neithorpe (six and one- 
fourth miles from Ladysmith), Pieters (nine 
and one-fourth miles), Colenso (sixteen ani 
one-fourth miles), Cheveley (twenty-three 
and one-fourth miles), Frere, Ennersdale 
and Escourt, where the line crusses the 
Weenen road, forty-three and one-fourth 
niles south of Ladysmith. Nelthorpe and 
Pieters are lonely out-stations of Iady- 
amit chiefly remarkable for the number 
cf native kraals in the vicinity. At Colenso, 
which is a village, the railway crosses the 
River Tugela, the longest river in Natal, 
and a very rupid, rocky torrent, just now

Ladysmith has been in a state of siege 
since Nov. 2, 1899. Fiven before the declara- 
tion of war on Great Britain by President 
Kruger the Boers were pouring through the 
neks of the mountains into the territory of 
Natal, and after the defeat of the British 
at Dundee and Elandslaagte the camp at 
Ladysmith was surrounded and the siege 
begun. 

On three sides of Ladysmith rise numer- 
ous hills from two to five miles away. On 
these summits the Boers mounted their 
guns. Almost every day since the siege 
began Generals Jowbert and Schalkburger 
busied themselves with small bombard- 
ments, the effects of which were never very 
serious, 

On Nov. 6 and 9 and Dec, 2 besiegers and 
besieged engaged in small skirmishes, and 
by Dec. 7 Gen. White reported bis casualties 
since the beginning of the ifivestment as 
five officers and 26 men killed, 15 officers

On Dec. 22 the 
howitzer gun destroyed on Gurprise Hill 
by Metcalfe’s men was replaced by the 
Boers. 


On Jan. 6 last the Boers attacked the posi- 
tion in force, but were driven back by Gen. 
White with great loss. The: Roers had been 
reinforced from the south, «nd fer 17 hours 
the battle raged fiercely. No accurate fig- 
ures have been given of the Boer loss, but 
they were reported through Britieh sources 
as very heavy. The British losses were sub- 
sequently reported to have been 488 killed 
and wounded, the Earl of Ava being among 
the dead. The attack by the Boerg was in- 
terpreted as a final effort to reduce the place 
before Buller had time to relieve it, and 
zen, White’s repulse of the enemy was 
hailed throughout Great Britain as a great 
victory. Since then has taken place the

PRUE WN HTS WELL 


S0UTH DAKOTA CITY'S REMARK- 
ABLE WATER PLANT. 


PIERRE, 8.D., March 1.—This city claims 
what is not only one of the curiosities of 
ature in artesian wells which furnish both 
fire and water, ‘but a curiosity which is be- 
ing made -.a source of profit to the city, 
and is the further means of bringing the 
water supply and the lighting of the city 
under municipal control. Up to the time 
of the discovery of this great matural ad- 
Vantage and the beginning of its devel- 
opment, the water supply and lightiag were 
supplied by a corporation to which the 
city paid about $10,000 a year for municipal 
service, and private coneumers were 
charged a heavy rate. - 

With the beginning of the development 
of natural advantages the corporation 
which had bean furnishing water and light, 
Seeing that its privileges were short-lived. 
offered its plants to the city at a nominal 
sum, which offer was accepted, and the 
natural advantages put to beneficial use. 
The city sank two wells which, at a depth of 
10”) feet, provide about 60,000 culble feet of 
gas per day, which gas comes out with the 
water at a high pressure, The gas is sep- 
arated from the water by allowing ‘the dis- 
charge from the well to flow into a large 
gas receiver.

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Scotch Deer Forests. 


From the London Times. 

A recent Parliamentary return gives some 
Startling figures in relation to Scotch deer 
forests. The returns yelate to the six 
Highiand erofting counties only—the coun- 
ties or Argyil, Inverness, Ross and Cro- 
marty, Sutherland, Calthness, Orkney and 
Shetiand. In the Orkney and Shetland 
Islands there are no deer forests, so we 
have precsoary to deal with four coun- 
ties. n these four counties there are no 
less than 2,287,297 (or mvre than two mil- 
lions and a quarter) acres given to the 
preservation of deer. Foresting has pro- 
ceeded apace during recent years. Since 
1888 nearly 600,000 scres have been added to 
the forest acreage. The whole area of 
Scotland is acreage is about nineteen mil- 
lions and a half; it follows that (reckoning 
the forests in four counties alone) one acre 
in every eight and a half is kept waste for 
the rearing of deer. In order that on a 
few days in-the year a few persons may 
enjoy the killing of a certain number of 
these beautiful animals, this vast area 
is. for- the most part, sealed against the 
intrusion of man. No one but the owner 
and his friends and keepers may set foot 
on mountain or glen. 1:6 total area under 
tilage in Scotland is albout three million 
and a half acres. If, therefore, allowance 
is made for the forests jn other Highland 
counties, it seems probable that the total 
acreage of deer forest is not far short of 
that under abr It is some consolation to 
learn that In the four counties in question 
the forests are assessed to rates at over 
100,000 pounds sterling. ‘Certainly the sub- 
ject with which Mr. Bryce has now and 
4gain essayed to deal is one which grows 
in importance every year.

Philae is an island on the Upper Nile. It is one of the most 
fipteresting spots ‘r the world, as it contains four ancient tem- 
ples, a long colionade, a number of obelisks, a Roman trium- 
phai arch and cther antiquities. Yet it is to be obliterated in 
cettling the food question for modern Egypt, 

For months British contractors have had.nearly 20,000 men 
at work constructing two of the biggest dams in the world, 
at Assiout and Assoutn. With the completion of these dams, 
the little island of Philae will be inundated, leaving only the 
tops of the ancient ruins above water. But the arable land 
im Egypt will be increased by many millions of acres. This 
will mean more food for the Fellahs and more opportunities 
for taxation for the British Government. 

As Philae is only 400 yards long, it seems a great pity that 
Nothing can be done to save it. American engineers would 
not balk at the task of keeping it intact for the sightseer 
and antiquarian. They would either build a.sea wall around 
it or mine beneath it and “boost” it up bodily several feet.

Mr. Giles F. Filley, who passed away Tuesday night, was a 
citizen in the highest and purest sense of that most honorable 
of all epithets. : 

During a long business career he {illustrated the virtues 
which make for success—success meaning perfection of char- 
acter, rather than the acquisition of wealth. In all the re- 
lations of life Mr. Filley was an, influence for good and con- 
tributed substantially to the spirit which humanizes and en- 
nobleg society. 

Years ago he indorsed a friend’s paper for $1,000,000, which 
he was called upon to pay. He was advised to go into bank- 
ruptcy, but refused, and after years of arduous toil dis- 
charged the entire obligation with interest. 

It was an example of resolute right doing better than a 
thousand sermons. Young men of this generation would do 
well to heed it. Under stress of business strife men often 
think themselvés constraincd to omit the performanee of those 
duties which have not the legal sanction and build up their 
own individual fortunes at the expense of social obligations. 
Mr. Filley made no such mistake. He never forgot the rela- 
tive importance of self-interest and duty to others. 

It is a question of citizenship. A citizen is not an isolated 
unit, one of an aggregate of units. He is a member of the 
community and must be true to his character as such if he 
would realizé the highest power of his individuality. 

Mr. Filley’s legacy to suciety is this example of pure citi- 
zenship, a legacy richer far than the heaped-up goods which 
can be méasured in the balances of trade.

OLD ENGINEER SHOT HIMSELF. 


W. H. Chisholm n Committed Suicide in 


Odd Fellows Building. 

W. H. Chisholm, a retired steamboat en- 
gineer, shot and killed himself Wednesday 
evening in a closet on the elgnth floor of the 
Odd Fellows’ Building. He had left a num- 
ber of friends and fellow-members of the 
Red Cross Lodge, Knighis of Pyihias, only 
a moment before, and had given no intima- 
tion that he rontemplated suicide, 

The last person Chisholm spoke to was 
William Boyle of 2028 Locust street.

A moment later a shot was heard 
and Chisholm’s body was found on the floor 
of the closet. He had shot himself through 
the rt.

» Chisholm’s pockets were found letters ad- 
dressed to members of Red Cross Lod: re 
and to the St. Louis newspapers. The letter 
addressed to the press gave no reason for 
the suicide, but contained chiefly abuse of 
some enemy. 

The dead man’s 16-vear-old daurhter 
Mabe! lives In the Methodist Orphans’ Home 
on Maryland avenue. A letter from her. 
which was found in his peekets, indicated 
that he had complained to her of illness. 
Mr. Chisholm was about 55 years old, and 
until two vears ago, when he suffered a 
stroke of paralvais, had been ac: ively en-

Upom our arrival there we were in- 
tormed that a traim bound fram St Louis 
for Kansas City was in a deep drift a. miie 
east of Clark. Tne conducior caused our 
train to be switched to a sidetrack at Clark 
and he and the rest of the crew went to 
the scene of the otner trouble in the engine, 
When the engine left us, our only mode of 
heating the cars was gone, But the weath- 
er Was not coid and there was no suffering. 

“Several of the passengers on our train 
walked to where the St. iwouls-Kansas Uily 
train was in the drift. We were rewarded 
for our exertion by a remarkable sight. The 
snow Was piled about the engine until only 
the smokestack and the cab were visible. 
The drift was also piled about the cass to 
a level with the windows. The passengers 
were effectually blockaded from the ground 
and the omly exercise they could take was 
in walking from one car io the other. They, 
too, were without fires, but, like the pas- 
gengers on the other train, they did nut 


The train had left St. Louis Tuesday 
night and reached the point where it was 
caught at 2, o'clock. The drift was not 
more than’three feet deep when it stopped 
the train, but it was rapidly increased by 
the heavy fall of snaw and the brisk wind 
that hurled the flakes about the train, 
which was the only obstruction on the 
prairie.

engine and in a few hours the train re- 
sumed its journey to Kansas City. It was 
the first train.to pass Moberly in 26 hours. 

“It is really remarkable that there was 
no suffering by the passengers of either 
the delayed trains. he mildness of the 
temperature alone prevented. ‘If the ther- 
mometer had stood at zero the suffering 
wéould have been terrible. It has been a 
long time since I witnessed such a etorm 
as that which raged all day Wednesday 
in the interior of (Missourl. A genuine hur- 
ricane blew all day long and the gnow and 
sleet fall in tbiinding sheets without inter- 
mission, 

“Not an hour passed during which I 
could see 100 yards before me. It was-+a 
regular blizzard, and the residents of that 
section ef the State will not soon forget it. 
The snowing ceased when we resumed our 
journey to St. Louls Thursday morning, but 
the wind was still blowing and making 
drifts. In level places the snow showed a 
depth of 21 inches.”’
